Gibbs’s surprise return revives Redskins’ Super Bowl hopes 


ASH BURN, VA. I In a Stunning move that 
brought joy to discouraged Washington 
Redskins fans throughout the region, Joe 
Gibbs will return as coach of the team he 
led to three Super Bowl titles. 

Gibbs signed a five-year, $25 million con- 
tract, matching the NFL-record deal given 
to predecessor Steve Spurrier, who quit last 
week with three years left on his contract 
after two losing seasons. 

Gibbs also was given the title of team 
president and will be heavily involved in 


the makeup of the roster. Owner Daniel 
Snyder, however, has the final word on all 
player decisions. 

Gibbs will be introduced at a news confer- 
ence Thursday, but he already has his first two 
hires in place, according to an NFL source, 
who spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Former Buffalo Bills coach Gregg Williams 
will be defensive coordinator, and Joe Bugel 
— offensive line coach during much of Gibbs’s 


first stint in Washington — will return to 
that post. 

The Redskins made the playoffs during 
eight of Gibbs’s 12 seasons, and his .683 win- 
ning percentage ranks third in NFL history. 
His record was 124-60 in the regular season 
and 16-5 in the playoffs, including Super Bowl 
victories after the 1982, 1987 and 1991 seasons 
— each with a different quarterback. 

After Gibbs retired following the 1992 
season, the Redskins’ five coaches went a 
combined 74-101-1. Joseph white (ap)

Plan Gives lll^als 3-Year Work Stint 


Democrats say Bush proposal is political ploy 


WASHINGTON | Promoting a plan that 
could brighten his election-year pros- 
pects with Hispanic voters. President 
Bush on Wednesday proposed legal 
status — at least temporarily — for 
millions of illegal immigrants work- 
ing in the United States. 

But the sweeping policy over- 
haul, offered with few specifics, 
also angered many in the presi- 
dent’s conservative Republican 
base of support and drew criticism 
from advocacy groups who ques- 
tioned whether it would do much 
to help immigrants. 

Democrats were united in calling 
the plan a political ploy that offers a 
false promise of legitimacy for the 
undocumented workers. 


Decrying a system that now 
has “millions of hard-working 
men and women condemned 
to fear and insecurity in a mas- 
sive undocumented economy,” 
Bush urged Congress to approve 
a temporary worker program. 

The program would be open to all 
undocumented workers now in the 
United States. Applicants who can 
show they have a job — or for those 
still in their home countries, a job 
offer — would get an initial three - 
year work permit that would be 
renewable for an unspecified period. 

“We should have immigration 
laws that work and make us proud. 
Yet today we do not,” Bush said..

Surge in call-ups 
reflects effort to rotate 
Mideast-based troops 

WASHINGTON | The number of 
military reservists called to active 
duty jumped by more than 10,000 
in the past week, the Pentagon said 
Wednesday, reflecting an Army 
mobilization of National Guard 
and Reserve troops for Iraq to 
relieve the forces that have been 
there nearly a year. 

Guard and Reserve troops will 


play a larger role in the new force, 
representing nearly 40 percent of 
the total of 110,000 troops, com- 
pared with about 20 to 25 percent of 
the force there now. They have been 
told they will spend up to 12 months 
in Iraq, meaning many will be on 
active duty for about 18 months, 
including a pre- deployment train- 
ing period and a demobilization. 

There are now 193,959 reservists 
on active duty around the world, the 
Pentagon said. That is the highest 
total since the week of July 30, when 
the number stood at 197,226. (ap)

President holds more 
money than all his 
opponents combined 

WASHINGTON | President Bush heads 
into his re-election year with $99 
million in the bank and plans to 
have millions more ready when a 
Democratic challenger emerges 
from the primaries, his campaign 
said Wednesday. 

In all, Bush raised a record 
$130.8 million before expenses last 
year, most of that thanks to a vast 
network of business executives, lob- 
byists, attorneys and other volunteer 


campaign fund-raisers who gather 
at least $100,000 or $200,000 in 
donations to become Bush “pio- 
neers” or “rangers.” 

Bush, who has no Republican 
opponent, plans to raise at least 
$150 million to $170 million to 
spend through the spring and 
summer. He hit the fund-raising 
trail again this week, with events 
in St. Louis, Knoxville, Tenn., and 
Palm Beach, Fla., 

Campaign manager Ken 
Mehlman, keeping an eye on spend- 
ing by Democratic-leaning interest 
groups in the race, declined to say 
whether Bush would stop raising 


money when his goal is reached. 

“Stay tuned,” Mehlman said. 

On his own. Bush rivals in fund- 
raising all nine Democratic hope- 
fuls put together. They have raised 
at least $120.5 million. Unlike Bush, 
they have spent most of their money 
campaigning in the upcoming pri- 
maries. 

Dean, Bush’s nearest challenger 
in the money chase, raised about 
$40 million last year. Like Bush, 
Dean is skipping public financing 
for his primary campaign, freeing 
himself from the overall and state - 
by-state spending limits that come

Problems 
May Delay 
Mars Rover 

PASADENA, CALIF. | The Mars rover 
has developed some minor tech- 
nical problems that will probably 
delay the start of its trek across the 
rust-colored landscape to pros- 
pect rocks and soil, scientists said 
Wednesday. 

NASA officials previously said 
the exploration could begin as soon 
as Monday but revised that timeta- 
ble because of minor “hiccups” with 
an antenna and the air bags that 
cushioned the spacecraft’s landing 
on Saturday. 

It could be at least a week before 
the problems are fixed, said Art 
Thompson, tactical uplink lead 
on the mission. 

Thompson said the air bag situ- 
ation was not “a big issue” but the 
mission team wanted to be cautious.

35 U.S. Troops Wounded 
In Attack on Base in Iraq 


BAGHDAD | Anti -American insur- 
gents fired mortar rounds at a U.S. 
military camp Wednesday night, 
wounding 35 U.S. soldiers, the U.S. 
command said. 

Six mortar rounds exploded 
about 6:45 p.m. at a military base 
west of Baghdad, a U.S. military 
spokesman said in a statement. 
The camp is located in the so- 
called Sunni Muslim triangle that 
is a stronghold of resistance to the 
U.S. occupation of Iraq. 

“The wounded soldiers were 


given first aid and have been evacu- 
ated from the site for further medi- 
cal treatment,” the statement said. 
The Pentagon added that the sol- 
diers were from the Army’s 541st 
Maintenance Battalion, based in 
Fort Riley, Kan. 

The mortars hit “a living area 
where they have their sleeping quar- 
ters,” the spokesman said. 

As of Wednesday, 484 U.S. 
troops have died since the beginning 
of the war in Iraq, according to the

SRINAGAR, INDIA I Islamic guer- 
rillas vowed to continue fight- 
ing to drive Indian troops out of 
Kashmir on Wednesday despite an 
India-Pakistan peace effort meant 
to resolve the five -decade dispute 
over the Himalayan region. 

Four guerrillas were killed 
Wednesday in what the Indian 
army said was a fierce shootout 
in Kashmir, and an Indian intel- 


ligence official said militants are 
planning more strikes. 

The violence showed the difficul- 
ties ahead after Pakistan’s President 
Gen. Pervez Musharraf and Indian 
Prime Minister Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee announced, at the close 
of a regional summit Tuesday, their 
surprise agreement to hold talks. 

Militants have sabotaged peace 
efforts before. In December 2001, 
they launched a deadly attack on 
India’s parliament, dashing peace

GUANGZHOU, C H I N A I Wildlife mer- 
chants warned of a regional busi- 
ness disaster as government officials 
fighting SARS swept through Chi- 
na’s largest wild animal market for 
the second straight day Wednesday, 
seizing civet cats for slaughter. 

Merchants watched with grow- 
ing unease, fearing the campaign 
against SARS will devastate the 
wild game markets of this city in 
southern China — where eating 
wild animals is a cultural practice 
hundreds of years old. 

“There’s only one case of SARS, 
so why is it necessary to kill all the 
civets?” said one market worker, 
who refused to give his name.

CFO Fastow would be 
top official to plead 
guilty in scandal 

HOUSTON I Former Enron Corp. 
finance chief Andrew Fastow is 
negotiating a plea bargain that could 
send the high-powered executive to 
prison for his role in the account- 
ing scandal that brought down the 
energy company, sources close to 
the case said Wednesday. 

Authorities also were drawing 
up criminal charges against Enron’s 
former chief accountant, Richard A. 
Causey, who was expected to sur- 
render Thursday, sources told The 
Associated Press. 

If attorneys and judges agree 
on the plea deal with Fastow, he 
could appear in court to change his 
innocent plea to guilty as early as 
Thursday, the sources said. 


Fastow would be the highest- 
ranking executive to plead guilty in 
the criminal investigation of Enron.

Gibbs’s Return Renews Hope 


Redskins have made

RE D S K I N S I Joe Gibbs is returning to 
coach the Washington Redskins, a 
stunning development that instantly 
lifted the gloom from a franchise 
searching for answers after a decade 
of losing. 

Gibbs, a Hall of Fame coach who 
retired 11 years ago and then rose to 
the top as a NASCAR team owner, 
signed a five-year, $25 million 
Redskins contract Wednesday. 

It was a coup for Redskins owner 
Dan Snyder in his attempt to re-cre- 
ate the golden era that produced the 
team’s three Super Bowl titles. 

The details of Gibbs’ contract, 
confirmed by an NFL source 
speaking on condition of ano- 
nymity, matched the NFL-record 
deal given to predecessor Steve 
Spurrier. 

Gibbs will be introduced at a 
news conference Thursday, but 
he already has his first two hires 
in place, according to the source. 
Former Buffalo Bills coach Gregg 

Williams will bp dpfpn sivp

89, returns to that post. Spurrier 
quit last week with three years left 
on his contract. His teams went 
7-9, then 5-11. 

In contrast, the Redskins made 
the playoffs during eight of Gibbs’ 
12 seasons, and his .683 winning 
percentage ranks third in NFL 
history. His record was 124-60 in 
the regular season and 16- 
5 in the playoffs, includ- 
ing Super Bowl victories 
after the 1982, 1987 and 
1991 seasons — each 
vith a different quar- 
terback. 


Since Gibbs’s retirement in March 
1993, the Redskins have gone 74 -101- 
1 with just one playoff appearance 
under five different coaches. 

He was elected to the Hall of 
Fame in 1996 and over the years 
has said he had no desire to return 
to coaching. The mere mention of 
Gibbs’ name brings instant cred- 
ibility among the players. 

Gibbs, 63, will find today’s NFL 
different from the one in which he 
once coached. 


He led the Redskins during 
the last years before free agency 
and kept together a corps of tal- 
ented players for the better part 
of 10 years. Such continuity rarely 
exists now in an era in which play- 
ers switch teams regularly. 

But it’s been done before. Dick 
Vermeil left Philadelphia in 1982 
and returned with St. Louis in 
1997, winning a Super Bowl in 
his third season with the Rams.

Prodigal’s Return 

How Evan Dando survived himself and the rock-star life 


MUSIC I Once you’ve been an indie 
rock pinup, seen your own mug all 
over MTV, and dated Winona Ryder, 
what’s left? 

Why, do lots of drugs, squander 
your career momentum, then hit 
rock bottom, of course. It’s a time- 
honored tradition. 

Ask Evan Dando, former- 
ly of Boston alt-darlings the 
Lemonheads. 


In the early ’90s his band enjoyed 
gold sales thanks to the full-length 
album “It’s a Shame About Ray” and 
their cover of Simon & Garfunkel’s 
“Mrs. Robinson.” But his drug- 
addled antics got him booed off 
many high-profile stages, not to 
mention arrested. He seemed to 
disappear. 

But now, after the demise of his 
former band and a five-year hiatus 


(read: nervous breakdown, rehab), 
the newly clean and sober strum- 
mer is touring like he’s got some- 
thing to prove. 

Which he does. Comparisons 
to Gram Parsons and Kurt Cobain 
only work on paper. It’s what hap- 
pens on stage that wins back hearts 
and minds. 

Dando’s most recent album, 
“Baby I’m Bored,” is a laconic 


affair, full of gentle, concise songs 
that unfold into multiple meanings 
with repeated listenings. 

On it, Dando often marries 
his own songwriting strengths 
with contributions from produc- 
er Jon Brion (Aimee Mann, Rufus 
Wainwright, Fiona Apple) and fel- 
low indie wunderkind Ben Lee. 

Reviewers have pegged the 
album’s understated charms 
as among Dando’s best work to 
date. Throughout, People maga- 
zine’s former Sexiest Man Alive 
happily puts the emphasis on

White 

WINE I Forty years ago, anybody who 
drank wine could speak at least one 
word in French: Chablis. That was 
the synonym for white wine, wheth- 
er it came from France, Chile or the 
San Joaquin Valley, in a bottle, jug 


or carafe. Grape variety? Don’t ask. 
If you wanted white wine, you asked 
for Chablis. 

Then came the vogue for vari- 
etals. Who wanted Chablis? 
Eventually, of course, we discov- 
ered that true Chablis was one of 
the world’s greatest whites: elegant, 
bone-dry, with delicate fruit, a seri- 
ous stoniness and crisp, palate- 
cleansing acidity. 

Now, a new generation of 
vignerons is committed to mak- 
ing Chablis that will knock the 


socks off even dedicated wine afi- 
cionados. Because every vintage 
since the late ’90s has been a good 
one, it’s hard to go wrong buying 
or ordering a Chablis. 

The main focus of change is oak. 
The use of oak barrels in fermenta- 
tion and aging can have a dramat- 
ic effect on a wine’s aromas, fla- 
vors and textures. The traditional 
viewpoint is that overt wood flavor 
degrades the purity of expression 
that distinguishes Chablis; there- 
fore, the wine should be fermented 
and aged in neutral vessels such as 
stainless steel. 

The progressive stand, which 
is actually based on centuries-old 
tradition, is that the best wines 
of Chablis not only have the sub- 
stance to handle oak influence, 
but they also are improved by it. 
These producers ferment and age 
their wines in new or slightly sea- 
soned oak tanks and barrels, which 
are often lightly burned inside to 
give the same kind of slightly toasty 
flavor that distinguishes white 
Burgundy, rod smith (l.a. times)

Now they have to count carbs, 
too. But they’re not complaining. 

Not since Miller made light beer 
socially acceptable with its “tastes 
great, less filling” campaign has the 
beer industry been as excited as it 
is now about a growing line of low- 
carbohydrate beers. 

“It’s been the most success- 
ful new product since light beer,” 
said Benj Steinman, editor of Beer 
Marketers Insight. “This is a phe- 
nomenon and no one really knows 
how high is high, but no one really 
knows when it’s going to be over.” 

Michelob Ultra, the first major 
brand in the low-carb beer niche, 
now has a 2.1 percent share of 
supermarket beer sales, accord- 
ing to its brewer, Anheuser-Busch 
Inc. Rolling Rock recently celebrat- 
ed the shipment of 1 million cases 
of Rock Green Light in less than 
three months after its launch. In 
March, Coors Brewing Co. plans 
to enter the low-carb market with 
Aspen Edge in 10 states.

Companies are catering to 
beer drinkers like Bill Trogler, a 
44 -year- old police detective who 
washed down a plate of fried clam 
strips with a glass of a regional brew 
called I.C. Light during the lunch 
rush in downtown Pittsburgh. 

“It tastes good. I drink light 
to try to keep my weight down,” 
Trogler said. 

At the Primanti Bros, sandwich 
shop, engineer Ed Gourley, 34, said 
Yuengling, a regional lager, is his 
beer of choice, but he’s open to the 
idea of low-carb beers since shed- 
ding 20 pounds since August. 

“I think if it’ll keep the fat off me, 
that’d be great,” Gourley said. 

Low-carb beer makers are look- 
ing for specific market segments to 
target, such as female drinkers with 
active lifestyles. Michelob Ultra 
will become the official beer of 
the LPGA Tour next year. 

But Bradford said one drawback 
to the low-carb trend is the mis- 
conception that beers are high in 
calories. She says the average 12- 
ounce beer contains 150 calories, 
compared to just 40 calories less 
for light beers. 

“My personal view is drink a full- 
flavor beer and skip the nachos,” 
Bradford said, judy lin (ap)

tell how much of a market share 
the low-carb beer sector will claim, 
analysts say there are already more 
than a dozen low-carb beers com- 
peting for shelf space, and more 
brewers plan to join the trend. 

“If I were guessing, every major 
brewery probably had a recipe they 
were testing,” said Julie Bradford, 


editor of All About Beer magazine. 

Industry analysts, however, are 
divided about the staying power of 
low-carb beer. Bradford predicts 
the low-carb beer sector will grow 
mainly at the expense of the light 
beer sector. 

The industry generally recogniz- 
es light beers as having low calorie 


counts; low-carb beers are touted as 
having fewer carbohydrates. Beer 
experts say half the estimated $60 
billion to $70 billion domestic beer 
market is from light beer sales. 

The beer battle may also confuse 
consumers as companies compete 
over which brand of beer has the 
fewest carbs. Rock Green Light has

HEALTH I Nothing against juice and 
granola bars, but health clubs across 
the country are hiring chefs, giving 
cooking classes and teaching nutri- 
tion to help their clients drop the 
weight and keep it off. 

Herbed salmon, anyone? 

“People want to see results when 
they join, and we have to teach them 
they’re not going to get results if they 
don’t have an eating strategy,” said 
Nanette Pattee Francini, co-founder 
of the Sports Club/LA chain. The 
Sports Club hands out nutrition 
books to all new members. 


“Fully 50 percent of fitness is 
how you eat,” said Francini. 

A gym in Atlanta has added a 
teaching kitchen, complete with 
subzero freezer and overhead TV 
monitors. And it’s passing out more 
than smoothie recipes — visiting 
local chefs whip up citrus -herb 
salmon right alongside the free 
weights and spinning classes. 

A few gyms will even cook for 
you when you’re not working out. 
Some health clubs in New York are 
delivering low-cal meals to well- 
heeled clients. 


Two-thirds of health clubs 
nationwide now offer some sort of 
nutrition guidance, industry experts 
say, with nutrition lessons thought 
to help members make sense of con- 
fusing diet news. Low carb? Low 
fat? Gym dietitians are stepping in 
to answer the questions. 

In the crowded health club mar- 
ket, nutrition classes can give gyms 
a membership edge. About 36.3 mil- 
lion Americans belonged to health 
clubs last year, up from 17.3 million 
in 1987, according to International 
Health, Racquetball and Sportsclub 


Association. 

Gym owners say innovative 
lifestyle classes — from cooking 
to smoking cessation — can bring 
in new clients when the traditional 
gym market is saturated. 

“There are only so many mem- 
berships you can sell, so this is 
where the market is going,” said 
David Jamison, general manager 
of HFC Health Fitness Centers in 
Atlanta. 

“Everybody’s interested in food. 
It’s becoming more and more recog- 
nized that what you eat really does

have an impact on performance. But 
the nutrition component can be so 
confusing in the real world,” said Liz 
Kustin, a clinical nutrition special- 
ist.

REGARDING METRO keeping its 
doors open longer (“Metro to Keep 
Doors Open Longer,” Dec. 22), it’s a 
mistake to think this would stop rid- 
ers from holding doors and leaping 
in at the last minute, or eliminate 
the difficulty of exiting a packed car 
onto a crowded platform. 

But we can’t let transportation 
planners off the hook.
